Few of the 8,000 people in Benton 


Harbor are aware of the strength, nu- 
merically, of tho criminal clays of citi- 
zen3 now harbored within the walls uf 
the city. Chief Whitney has under 
surveillance no less time a half dozen 
different resorts where tho thug ele- 
ment, including criminals from the 
lowest to tho most genteel type are 
believed to be entertained waiting for 
an opportunity to get in their work. 


The vigilance of the police force nan 


prevented extensive operations, but its 
members, despite their alertness, are 
unable to prevent an occasional house- 
breaking, or tho larceny of small wares 
from unguarded out-of-the-way places. 


There are several saloons, more prop- 


erly, dives, on'Water street where any 
evening after 8 o'clock can bo found a 
great variety of auspicious acting indi- 
viduals. Chief Whitney and his men 
never lose eight of them. They watch 
them day and night. 
The chief can 


tell whore they lodge and is prepared 
at any moment to lay his hands on 
them. 


Kever in ita history, probably, was 


the city more dangerously invested 
with thugs of the criminal variety than" 
at tlio present time. 
The police arc 


quietly but most emphatically inviting 
those whoso general appearances and 
appefl 
ably 
modes of life unmistakably brand them 
as belonging- to tho light fingered 'gen- 
try to make themselves scarce. 
They 


invariably accept the invitation and 
disappear without any parleying, but 
others appear and it seems impossible 
to entirely obliterate the undesirable 
visitors. And then, too, many of them 
who are professional house-breakers 
and some who plan holdups are wcll- 
drcssod and rather gentlemanly acting 
fellows, capable of averting suspicion 
In, the presence of a Pinkertou detec- 
tive.

Tho H^h are so dense thiit 
the water looks black, and passengers 
on tffo street ear, by looking from the 
east side of the ear as il crosses the 
viaduct, can see the wriggling mass in 
the water liclow.

1 good reputation, and the pedestrian in 
fortunate enough to carry a watoh, ti 
comparison is almost sine to be made. 


Many times a clock with a good ropn- 


tation placed in tho back pnrt of a storo 
becomes a protection thereof; ospttfiinlly 
at night, if near it is located tt light 
strong enough to illuminate its face aud 
show the tiiuo. A policeman told u re- 
porter the other day that a good cloak 
thus situated is better than a private 
watchmau for n Jewelry store, as every 
belated panserby is likely to look through 
the store to see what time it is, and 
would be almost certain to notice any- 
thing unusual in the appearance of the 
place.

“ 1 was quoted some time aga as saying 
that 1 was confident Mr. Pingree could not 
hold both ofHtes »t tho same lime,” said 
Mr. SixmhI today. “ I re|>eat tho btatement 
now. It is true that the state constitution 
ii silent on the matter, as is also the city 
charter, but the fact remains that it is a 
principle of common law that has bec-n re* 
iterated 100 times by the courts in nearly 
every state in the Union that a man cannot 
hold twu oflHces at the same lime ihe duties 
of which are incompatible with each other. 
The supreme courts of Louisiana and Texas 
have decided against tho contention of Mr. 
Pingree to the contrary iu nvarly parallel 
cases. 


*'Mr. Pingreo is very confident that he 
can discharge the duties of both otliues, be­ 
cause he says Prof. Kent gave him a 
written opinion to that ellect. It was an 
opinion that, an I now n-cull, Mr. Pingree 
a&kcd for four years ugo. i'ruf. Kent has 
since told me ihal he does not want to be 
bound by that opinion. He said that Mr. 
Pingree first asked for nn opinion, aud he 
gave him an oral one. Then, al the 
niayor’s rcque.st, he reduced it to writing. 
Prof. Kent a.'^sured me that it was an 
opinion that he formed witliuia suiiii un in­ 
quiry into the law as he would have done 
had he known the mayor was going to 
make so much of it, II»* tried to get back 
the written opinion or a copy uf it, but 
could get neither. 
Dut he expressed him' 
self {wsitively as not desiring to Iw bound 
by it. 


“ If Mr. Pingre# has not a legal right to 
Iw mayor as well as governor after January 
1, but |>ersistH in holding l>olh oll)(;e.s, some 
urave complications may arise. 
Kvery 
ortlinance, every street opening resolution, 
in fact, every act that requires the sig 
nature of tlie mayor to Ih* legal, wuuld l»e 
void. The governor ami the legislature 
can alone remove the mayor. Ü over nor 
Pingree, of course, wouldn’t remove Mayor 
Pingree, but tho mayor could rtwiijn. 
shouitl not be surprised, though, to see pro- 
ceedings commenced to have the (»Ilice of 
mayor declared vacant.”

PLANING MILL BURNED. 


Approprlatlona Commlttaa of the 
Will Raoommand It. 


Wa shimot ov, Dec. 1.—The pension ap­ 
propriation bill will probably be tbe first 
measure reported from the appropriation 
committee to the house.

Snoh stools belonged to nearly 
pwisb. Like the stocks and the piUoiy, 
they formed part of tho furiiitnre of jus­ 
tice. For instuncc, about Loudon, thers 
was ono on Bankside with which thejr 
dncked tho wives of the players. Theia 
was one at Radcliffe, one at Kingiton* 
on-Thonica, and there was one which 
stood till the beginning of this centiuy 
beside the great pond or reservoir of the 
Orecn park. 


Apparently tho chair and the oold 
bath did not completely destroy the fe­ 
male tendency to scold, for it was found 
necessary to invent another pnnishment, 
which wus extensively adopted, althoogh 
not authorized by the law. This was 
the "brank,” o r‘‘scold’s bridle,’* which 
consisted «if a small cago formed by iron 
hoops to fit tho head, with a piece of 
iron which pressed the tongue and 
formed the gag. Thus adorned, the scold 
was either led or ciuried aliout the town 
for all the world to see. S(tmetimes she 
was placed on a high scaffold. The 
brank was used iu some places down to 
the beginning of the century. Its disuse, 
its disuppoarance, make one incline to 
the belief that tho scold has also disap* 
peared. However, anch is not the case. 
The disease or infirmity of scolding still 
exists, but iu u much milder form. The 
mildness of the modem form is mainly 
duo to the improved conditions of lif«. 


Two hundred years ago the viilaga 
household wtut iusufilciently fed; th« 
quality as well as the quantity of the 
food was bad ; work was hard ; men wer« 
rough ; husbands beat their wives habit­ 
ually ; in cold weather they were thinly 
clad ; iu hot weather their clothes were 
too thick. If there was any indulgenoo 
possible, it took tiie form of beer. Tea 
did not exist. Cbildnm, hungry and 
cold, cried all day and all night; every­ 
thing combined to exasperate a woman.
